About Forty Farmers in Attendance 
on Saturday—Produce Sold 
Direct 


The Rice street market was well 
patronized and the attendance was 
the largest for any Saturday for some 
time. The producers numbered nearly 
forty and a dozen or so ladies were 
seen selling butter, e and other farm 
produce, A steady eam of custom- 
ers came in and out of the market 
building nearly all morning.

British Fleet Saved Amevicn, 
From the London Observer, 

But for the British fleet. tho Unitet 
States would have been qssailed long 
ago. We have held the oeenn putts 
for the whole English-speaking world, 
so far as we could we have held even 
the more local sea routes for tlie 
vhole neutral World, Twenty yoars ago 
and later we could have had perpet- 
val peace with Germany on the sole 
condition of offering no obstacie to 
the destruction of the Monroe Doc- 
trine, So much for the e:sential truth 
of the case as it concerns in principle 
America just as much as the Allies, 
ro matter what further steps America 
may take or refuse to take It is the 
world-wide breadth of the real things 
at stake which gives to the last phase 
of Armageddon its sinister grandeur, 


Berlin by way of Constantinople, 
with its eastern terminus at the 
head of the Persian Gulf. This 
railway strikes the Tigris about 
Mosul, which is some 250 miles 
above Bagdad, and is situated a 
short distance below the point at 
which the river leaves the moun- 
tains of Armenia for the plains of 
Mesopotamia. The British will of 
course carry their advance as far 
towards Mosul as the Turkish re- 
sistance permits. No doubt the 
British hope to include the whole 
of Mesopotamia within their 
sphere of influence after the war, 
just as Russia expects to include 
Armenia. As Armenia adjoins 
Mesopotamia, and as possession is 
nine points of the law, every effort 
will be made to secure effective 
occupation with the least possible 
delay. With their ancient capital 
and chief commercial city in the 
east abaridoned by the Turks, it 
would seem that their power must 
be either broken, or so seriously 
weakened that ultimate success of 
Britain in Mesopotamia and Rus- 
sia in Armenia quite within 
reach, 


Sir George Foster says the Gov- 
ernment’s attitude toward ecom- 
pulsory service must be regulated 
by publie opinion.
